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DETAILED ACTION 



This application has been reviewed. The original claims 1-16 are pending. The 
restrictions are as stated below. 



1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 



automatically and immediately notify one or a plurality of nodes, classified 

in class 707, subclass 3. 
Group II. Claims 3-1 2, drawn to a method of enabling a website to perform a 

transaction, classified in class 705, subclass 35. 
Group III. Claims 13-16, drawn to a method of enabling a website to 

automatically limit, filter, block or enhance content, classified in class 707, 

subclass 7. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Claims 1 and 2 focus on the notification of changes made to a website. 
Claims 3-12 focus on financial transactions made between websites. 
Claims 13-16 focus on the handling of the data being transmitted between 
websites. 

2. Inventions Group I, Group II and Group III are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as

Claims 1 and 2, drawn to a method of enabling a website to 
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claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
modification of data transmitted between websites does not rely upon the use of 
financial transactions made between websites or notification of changes between 
websites. The subcombination has separate utility such as the use of financial 
transactions made between websites or notification of changes between websites.
